[| And Chap. xii. 17. Samuel wrought a Dread- 
full Adiracle, That ye may perceive (fays he) 
and fee that your Wickedne/s is Great, Which ye 
have done in the fight of the Lord, in asking 
you a King. Yet this is the Precedent in- 
fitted upon by the Whiggs and the Obfer- 
vater, to thew the Right the People have to 
Chufe their King ; that is (if you follow this 
Precedent) a Right to Sin Grievoufly ! 

But when they had done this Great Wick- 
ednefs, GOD did not Utterly Forfake them, 
but fet down Rales and Laws for their 
Kings.
